We 
trust  that  the  listing  will  provide  information  and  encourage  communication 
between  national,  regional,  and  local  health  organizations. 

Quality  health  for  minorities  requires  innovative  approaches  to  working  out  varied 
and  complicated  problems.  Disparities  exist  between  the  white  majority  and 
minorities  that  have  to  be  abolished.  Given  the  magnitude  of  the  obstacles,  new 
ideas  and  approaches  are  required  to  reduce  and/or  eliminate  the  barriers  that 
affect  our  communities'  quality  of  health.  Local  community  organizations  are 
experimenting  with  different  approaches  to  resolve  health  problems.  The  road  is 
difficult,  but  local  organizations  are  not  alone.  There  are  many  communities  also 
trying  new  or  different  approaches  to  eliminate  the  obstacles. 

The  1994  Project  Abstracts  identify  and  describe  project  activities  that  may  be 
similar  to  the  project  that  you  are  implementing  and  could  be  useful  by  opening  up 
new  lines  of  communication  between  local  health  organizations  with  similar 
concerns  and  aspirations.  By  sharing  experiences,  we  can  arrive  sooner  to  an 
improved  quality  of  life  for  our  families  and  communities. 
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Coalition  Enhancement 
Grant  Program 
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OMH's  Coalition  Enhancement  Grants  provide  support  for  activities  to  improve  the 
effectiveness  of  existing  minority  community  health  coalitions.  Another  purpose  is 
to  produce  models  and  materials  which  can  be  utilized  by  other  minority 
communities.  Enhancement  activities  being  conducted  by  current  grantees  include: 
needs  assessments;  development  of  databases;  leadership  development  training; 
and  curriculum  development. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1994,  the  OMH  awarded  a  total  of  $1.8  million  for  23  one-year 
grants  located  in  17  states.

The  grant  program  is  based  on  the  premise 
that  access  to  quality  health  care  requires  clear  communication  between  service 
providers  and  service  consumers.  Therefore,  it  is  critical  that  health  care  services 
are  linguistically  and  culturally  acceptable  to  the  target  populations. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1994,  the  OMH  awarded  a  total  of  $2.6  millon  for  35  grants  located 
in  14  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  These  projects,  run  largely  by 
community-based  organizations,  will  in  various  ways  assist  members  of  their 
communities  in  accessing  culturally  and  linguistically  competent  health  services. 

All  of  the  grants  are  expected  to  bring  about  improvement  in  translation, 
interpretation  services  and  health  providers'  sensitivity,  and  improve  access  to 
health  care  services.
